Permissive 
Reform Hit By 
Liberal Rabbi 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (NJP) 
—A well-known Reform rabbi 
this week declared opposition to 
Liberal Judaism’s “permissive at- 
mosphere,” while at the same 
time maintaining that he could 
not accept the “Guide for Re- 
form Judaism,” outlined in a 
book by Rabbis David Polish and 
Frederick Doppelt (NJP, Aug.. 2, 
1957 and Feb. 7, 1958). 

Rabbi Harry Essrig of Temple 
Emanuel here wrote recently in 
his temple bulletin that “it is 
time to modify this carefree ap- 
proach to the problem of re- 
ligious responsibility. For it has 
led to very sloppy thinking on 
spiritual matters and to erratic 
behavior in the home and the 
synagogue.” 

But he told The POST and 
OPINION that he felt no need 
to “spell out” Liberal Judaism’s 
practices. “People,” he explained, 
“wouldn’t be able to carry the de- 
tailed rules out.” In addition, 
there would be no sanction for 
getting people to observe the 
rules, he added. 

Asked what he meant by Lib- 
eral Jewish “obligations and com- 
mitments,” . Rabbi Essrig_ said 
that examples were attendance 
at services, participation in study 
groups and support of the state 
of Israel. 

AS AN alternative to Liberal 
Judaism’s “permissive atmos- 
phere,” the rabbi proposed that 
his members “come to recognize 
the significant role that stand- 
ards and requirements and obli- 
gations must play in our individ- 
ual and corporate lives.” 

Rabbi Essrig charged that Lib- 
eral Judaism had not gone be- 
yond its negative “gesture of re- 
volt” against “the dogmatism 
and rigidity of the traditional 
way of life.” Reform Judaism 
has “maintained this posture,” he 
declared, “even when new clir- 
cumstances called for a more 
positive solution of our religious 
problems.”

Rogosin Drops

Zelditch said Jewish com- 
munities have a special respon- 
sibility because they can’t put 
their aged in public nursing 
khomes. 

“Jewish people are different 
than Christians,” he said. “Our 
aged need special attention. 
They want Kosher foods, rabbis 
and other necessities they would 
not get in public nursing homes.” 

He said Jewish community 
centers, synagogues and Jewish 
homes for the aged should com- 
bine forces to set up “construc- 
tive programs” for aged Jew- 
ish people. 


“THIS WAY we can combat 
loneliness and give our aged a 
feeling of usefulness. It isn’t 
easy, but with effort and money 
it can, and is, being done.” 

Zelditch pointed out that a 
Jewish community not only has 
the responsibility for its own 
people, but to the general com- 
munity around it. 

“As Jews we are Americans,” 
he said, “but as Americans we 
also are Jews.” 

HE LAUDED the Jewish com- 
munity center here because of 
the people who use its facilities, 
only 10 per cent are Jewish, the 
others are Gentile. 

“This shows an _ outstanding 
relationship with the general 
community,” he said. 

But Zelditch criticized the 
Jewish Home for the Aged in 
Des Moines. Said he: “Of the 
85 Jewish homes for the aged in 
the nation, only five or six are 
in such bad. shape as the one 
here. It is in an antiquated, 
non- fireproof building. The 
staff is eager, but limited, and 
not enough social services are 
offered to the residents.”

To Help Stem Arab Boycott 


THE ARAB boycott of Israel 
was denounced this week in a 
joint statement by the Presi- 
dent's Club, which urged the 
United States to take steps to 
curb the boycott. 

Declaring that the boycott 
would collapse if the United 
States government strongly op- 
posed it, the presidents of 17 
major national Jewish organiza- 
tions condemned the boycott as 
a “systematic blacklisting of any 
American enterprise that main- 
tains business connections with 
Israel or with Israeli firms.”

ers charged, “are no longer 


equally protected in their rights |* 


The United 
States, they added, “not only has 
failed to voice vigorous objec- 
tion” to religious discrimination 
against Americans by the Arab

LA County Balks at Even 


Watered-Down

LOS ANGELES (NJP)--For a 
few minutes last week, it looked 
as if Los Angeles County would 
pass a fair employment act pat- 
terned on legislation now in ef- 
fect in 13 states and some two 
score cities. 

But the board of supervisors 
that met to vote for the strong 
measure that had been pending 
for some time, and for which 
a hearing had been held as far 
back as June, 1956, instead ac- 
cepted a motion to consider a 
new and weaker ordinance based 
on a compromise worked out in 
the San Francisco ordinance. 


MAX MONT, who heads the 
Los Angeles committee for equal 
employment opportunity,  co- 
ordinating body for the _ pro- 
ponents of FEPC legislation, op- 
posed the delay. Mont, who repre- 
sents the Jewish Labor commit- 
tee on the FEPC committee, said 
that the newly proposed measure 
“would be ineffective and un- 
workable—a watered down ver- 
sion of the San _ Francisco 
ordinance, which was itself a 
compromise measure.”

Dayton, Ohio 
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Jews Play A Prominent Role In Civic Life Of City 


One of Best 
Communities 


‘By BOB LUPO 
DAYTON, O. (NJP) — This 
midwestern city of 300,000 — 
where the Ku Klux Klan once 
rode high—is now one of the 
pest - integrated communities, 
racially and religiously, in the 

United States. 

And the Jewish community of 
2,300 families — about 7,000 in- 
dividuals—is an outstanding ex- 
ample of positive good relations 
with the general community — 
by the testimony of the city’s 
Catholic mayor, Jewish and 
Protestant lay leaders, and the 
professional and rabbinical lead- 
ership of the city. 

THERE IS NOT a _ census 
tract in Dayton without at least 
some Jews in it. There are no 
restricted areas, and “gentle- 
men’s agreements” are fading 
away in an aura of good will 
and understanding. Seven years 
ago there were still areas that 
barred Jews, 

Every civic endeavor has Jews 
in the ranks and in the fore- 
front. 

Eighty per cent of the Jews 
of Dayton live in Upper Day- 
ton View—the North and North- 
west areas of the city. Some 
Jews are moving to the South 
and some to the East, but the 
primary movement is northward 
and to the suburbs. This move- 
ment has been aided both by 
the lifting of restrictive coven- 
ants and by the development of 
whole new sections. 

More than $750,000 was raised 
for Jewish causes alone in 1957 
—an average of well over $10 a 
head, including tots—by Day- 
ton’s Jews, with substantial ad- 
ditional amounts going to gen- 
eral civic causes, such as Com-

Jewish Giving Rises 

THE TREND of Jewish giving 
has come steadily upward since 
1954, with the United Jewish 
campaign alone raising $249,402 
in 1954; $282,196 in 1955; $350,- 
478 in 1956, and $366,141 in ’57. 

The city’s three congregations 
—one Orthodox, one Conserva- 
tive and one Reform, have com- 
bined budgets of betteg, than 
$335,000; Hadassah raised more 
than $28,000, and other Jewish 
groups have raised additional 
funds. 

The Dayton Hebrew Institute 
—with 375 pupils in regular at- 
tendance—serves all three con- 
gregations — with each school 
having its own Sunday religious 
school. More than 1,400 attend 
the three Sunday schools. 

Dayton is generally regarded 
as a well-to-do middle-class Jew- 
ish community, with no real 
economic problems, and several 
wealthy families, including a 
handful of industrialists and a 
number of highly successful 
merchants. Doctors, lawyers 
and engineers abound in_ this 
highly  professionalized com- 
munity, which has one Jew in 
agriculture: A dairy farmer. 


University Head 

THE CHAIRMAN of _ the 
board of the University of Day- 
ton, a Catholic school, is a Jew- 
ish lawyer, Sam Finn. Finn is 
also a former chairman of the 
Community Chest campaign. Ben 
Shaman was chairman of the 
school board for some time. 

Mrs. Si Burick has been highly 
active in both the Community 
Chest and the March of Dimes, 
as has been her husband, a 
home-town boy who _ became 
the nationally famed sports edl- 
tor of the Dayton Daily News. 
Burick’s father, who_ passed 
away recently, was an Orthodox 
rabbi in Dayton for 43 years.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I have been a subscriber to The 
National Jewish POST and OPINION for several years. I 
have followed your articles with fascinated interest. I would 
appreciate it very much if you would trace the origin of the 
following name: Penzias from Munich, Germany. Grand- 
parents were from somewhere in Poland. Thank you very 
much.—RABBI ALBERT B. SCHWARTZ, Fitchburg, Mass. 
PENZIAS, more correctly Pedziasz, is an obsolete Polish 
term denoting a stag. As such, it is another variation 
of the name Hirsch or Naftali. Because Genesis 49:21 
equates Naftali with a fleet-footed doe, it became custo- 
mary long ago to double the Hebrew name Naftali with 
Hirsch (a stag), and Hirsch subsequently also became a 
family name. Polish Jews often translated the Hirsch 
into the Polish Jelen, but this is the first time I have seen 
it translated as Pedziasz (a fleet runner). The term is so 
old that even among educated Poles only a few may be 
able to identify it. 
DEAR MR .PEARLROTH: I would appreciate your informa- 
tion on the origin of my mother’s maiden name of 
Zengebott. My mother was born in Stryj, Galicia, Poland. 
The birthplace of her ancestors is unknown to me. Thank 
you.—_JEAN CHARTON, Sunnyside 4, New York. 
ZENGEBOTT is Yiddish for the “Ten Commandments.” 
The name was undoubtedly assumed by a temple dec- 
orator whose job it was to paint and ornament the table 
of the Ten Commandments, customarily placed over the 
ark in the synagogue. Such a decorator was usually a 
gifted painter or illustrator, possessing sufficient ‘talent to 
paint the usual eagle, lion and stag symbols on a con- 
spicuous part of the temple. 
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JEWS SHOULD ACT FIRST 


THE STATEMENT by the President’s Club, castigat- 
ing the United States government for failure to take a 
stand against the Arab boycott which has extended to 
American citizens, is long overdue. 

But the statement might also be directed against the 
President’s Club, too. This conference is a loose agency 
made up of the presidents of 17 national Jewish organi- 
zations. 

Months ago the Jewish War Veterans prepared to 
launch an attack against the Shell Oil Company for yield- 
ing to the Arab boycott. The President’s Club sat on that 
one, and in its current statement, referred only to the fact 
that most major United States oil companies had yielded 
to the Arab boycott. 

The fact of the matter is that because of this failure 
of United States Jewish leadership, most of United States 
Jewry isn’t aware of the American companies which have 
been so lacking in their share of elemental human de- 
cencies and of morality that they play the blackmailer’s 
role. 


IF THESE FIRMS want to put the dollar before their 
belief in right and wrong, that is their privilege. But it 
also is the privilege of the American Jews to say that this 
it not its understanding of democracy, nor of capitalism 
in its legitimate aspects. 

Charles Roth, executive editor of The National Jew- 
ish POST and OPINION, told of the part being played by 
the American Express Company (NJP, Feb. 14) in yielding 
to the attempt of the Arab countries to place an economic 
ring around Israel. 


THIS INFORMATION either is accurate or it isn’t, 
and why should the President’s Club duck naming these 
companies just because it may start a boycott by Ameri- 
can Jews of certain firms? Boycott is an ugly word. But 
so is blackmail. And it is the Arabs and the firms who 
supinely yielded to this blackmail who are the guilty ones. 

Even if such a boycott is unsuccessful in that it 
hardly affects the interests of the offending companies, 
isn’t there the question of Jewish self-respect? 

The President’s Club wants the United States to act. 

The United States will act, we believe, when the Jews 
of the United States are not afraid to stand up and act 
first themselves. 


UNCONTROLLED ELECTION 


IT MAY BE a little early to comment on the next 
president of the Zionist Organization of America, since 
even the date of the next convention has not been an- 
nounced. 

Under the rule of two terms, each consisting of one 
year, Dr. Emmanuel Neumann will step down as head of 
what is still the most potent Zionist group in the United 
States. 

Who will succeed him? 

THE CANDIDATES have hardly come out of the 
woods as yet, but to assume that there are no men capable 
of continuing and intensifying Zionist work in the United 
States, is to be guilty of a kind of self-defeatism which 
has a trace of hero worship as its basis. 

When Dr. Neumann, who has served the Zionist 
movement so ably, was drafted to return to the helm of 
the ZOA, we protested in a refined way. We are opposed 
to the theory that new men cannot be found to fill the 
shoes of leadership. 

AMONG SUCH TOP WORKERS as Jacques Torczyner, 
Max Bressler, Rabbi Max Nussbaum—names which are 
already well-known in the United States Jewish com- 
munity—not to mention numerous others who have lab- 
ored long in the ranks of Zionism, there is ample presi- 
dential material and the work will not suffer. 

There is even a cores of younger men, albeit tried in 
Zionist work, among whom is Arnold Ginsburg, who also 
has demonstrated the kind of leadership the presidency 
of the ZOA requires. 

The heavy hand of oldsters who control the ZOA has 
perhaps unwittingly discouraged the younger men. It is 
time now for Dr. Neumann, at the appropriate moment, 
to declare that the contest for the presidency of the ZOA 
will be free and’open to all. Such a statement will be as 
salutary as possible and serve to bring democracy’s fine 
competitive spirit into play in the Zionist Organization 
of America. 
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RECENTLY as a parent we were faced 
with the problem that in one way or another 
all parents must face in the course of rear- 
ing their little ones to adulthood. 


In this case, our 12-year-old had been in- 
vited to a Valentine party at the Jewish 
country club given by two of her Jewish 
playmates. 

In our house, Friday night is the one 
evening that is more or less sacrosanct. We 
seek to make it a real Sabbath evening, and 
even go so far as to suggest that attendance 
at services on Friday night, because it 
breaks up the evening, is less desirable than 
participation in Saturday morning services. 


SO FAR WE SEEM to have been suc- 
cessful to a great extent in transforming 
Friday into a night at home. 

There are always stresses and strains as 
witness the one which started out this chair, 
bul on the whole the evening, beginning as 
it does with the Sabbath meal, has been a 
success. 

Like every parent, we hemmed and 
hawed at this need for a decision. We first 
suggested to our budding debutante that she 
inquire of Rabbi William Greenfeld. If he 
said it was OK for her to go to the affair, 
we would not restrain her. 

FORTUNATELY for the rabbi, she was 
not able to contact him. 

We then employed the tact of asking the 


rabbi ourselves if he couldn’t intervene with - 


the two Jewish mothers so that the party 
might be postponed. Neither was in his con- 
gregation. So that was that. 

We then inquired of the president of the 


country club in question. We knew they 
had a long-time ruling prohibiting club af- 
fairs on Friday night. This was true, but 
the prohibition, we were told, did not extend 
to affairs by individual members. 


Stymied, we then resorted to our old 
standby. We _ extracted from Debbie _ the 
promise that if we allowed her to attend the 
party, she wouldn’t ask to be excused for an- 
other Friday night for a year. 

No parent can afford to be stern and in- 
flexible. So the junior prom, or the annual 
football game with the high school’s tradi- 
tional rival, have been times when we have 
made concessions, and still were able to 
maintain the general sanctity of the Sab- 
bath in our home. 


NOW OUR ELDEST son is a freshman 
at the University of Chicago. There, as on 
possibly every campus, the big Jewish night 
for parties and affairs is Friday night. The 
Friday night we were on campus recently 
one of the Jewish fraternities staged a 
smoker. The non-kosher delicacies served 
even evoked a critical remark from our 
about to be 19-year-old, who is by no means 
a stuffed shirt. _ 

Now we notice that the fraternity he has 
pledged has planned its big spring affair for 
a Friday night. 

This is about as much comment as we 
care to make at this time. If you want 
something which has a punch line to end this 
Chair, then we’ll tell you that when we were 
a student ever so many years ago at the 
University of North Carolina, our fraternity, 
too, made Friday night part of the big week- 
end house party.

soul from becoming sodden, the spirit from 
being pounded into a grey mechanical re- 
actor to the daily grind. 


THEY UNDERSTOOD that part of the 
joy of the Sabbath was its distinction from 
the other days of the week, and they did not 
hesitate to place a kind of unofficial tabu on 
daily use of those items of wear and food 
which had become special to the Sabbath. 
They sometimes deliberately kept the vise of 
the daily demands upon their heads so that 
they might all the more enjoy the renewal 
and refreshment of the Sabbath. 

Those who have lived in northern cli- 
mates, where the seasonal changes so often 
affect one’s moods, and then move to Cali- 
fornia or Florida, often complain that the 
long stretches of warm and sunlit days in 
the southern lands do not lift the spirit as 
much as the shorter season of summer in 
the North. Those who have come up the 
hard road of poverty and recall the simple 
things that brought them so much pleasure 
are constantly amazed that their children, 
reared in comfort, have developed a_ very 
high threshold of delight; that, in fact, it 
requires a Jaguar, a brass band and a yacht 
to bring the same quotient of joy as was 
brought to their parents by a bag of pea- 
nuts, an ice cream cone and a ride on a 
carousel, 


IT WOULD BE well with us if we could 
restore something of that ancient wisdom of 
the heart, so that we could better know the 
relation of restraint to satisfaction. The 
prospect of the four-day week as a by-prod- 
uct of automation looms before us. -It will 


require every bit of that ancient wisdom and 
a great deal of newer insight, too, to pre- 
vent those three days of rest from suborning 
the natural rhythm of the soul and becom- 
ing three days of restive boredom, instead of 
days of refreshment and renewal. We do 


only half the job if we merely bring it about 
that four days of work achieve six days of 
pay. The far more difficult problem will be 
that of extending the boundaries of the 
Sabbath in the soul of man without diluting 
the restorative power of the Sabbath, 
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FOOTBALL’S numerous bull- 
throated defenders are quick to 
croak in cacophony, whenever 
their sacred rituals are maligned, 
that the game “builds men” and 
prepares them for satisfying 
careers. 

Occasionally 
they are right. 

And when

Tucker considers football a 
stepping stone to success and sat- 
isfaction in other fields. In recent 
years, he’s made a hobby of help- 
ing Notre Dame players get off 
to a good start in post-graduate 
life by making proper entry into 
the professional game. 

His “kick-off” came in 1947 
after Ziggy Czarboski enjoyed a 
large year as tackle for an un- 
defeated Notre Dame eleven. As 
all good things must, Ziggy’s 
days of cavorting on the campus 
green had come to an end and he 
was ‘being sought avidly by the 
Chicago Cardinals of the Na- 
tional Football League and their 
upstart neighbors, the Chicago 
Rockets of the Jate, unlamented 
All-America Conference, 

TO BE A Cardinal or to be a 
Rocket, that is the question, 
pondered ponderous Ziggy. At 
Coach Frank Leahy’s suggestion, 
Tucker came on the scene. He 
wangiled a $28,000 two-year con- 
tract for Czarobski with the 
Rockets. 

Since that successful launc¢h- 
ing, Tucker has been the unoffi- 
cial agent for virtually all Notre 
Dame players seeking entry into 
the pro ranks. Few of them can 
claim that he hasn’t given them 
a good send-off into life beyond

Tucker’s pay is in the satisfac- 
tion of helping young men get 
off on the right foot.

Gets Church Group Support 





Temple Balked in Building 
Charges City With Bias 


CINCINNATI, O. (NJP)—RE- 
DEFINITION of the word 
“church” by the city council of a 
suburb of this city to prohibit 
Temple Sholom from building 2 
synagogue there is “100 per cent 
discriminatory,” declared a mem- 
ber of the Temple Sholom build- 
ing committee, who declined to 
be identified. 

Temple Sholom received the 
support this week of the Council 
of Churches of Cincinnati in its 
Move to build in Amberley Vil- 
lage. The council saiq it made 
its stand in the interests of “free- 
dom of religion.” 

The temple would be the first 
house of worship built in Amber- 
ley Village. 

The new definition would ex- 
clude any building which has 
“facilities for food service, ath- 
letics and/or social activities or 
facilities not directly connected 
with religious worship.” 

An official of the congregation 
said it is the “avowed policy of 
the village to oppose any church 
of any kind.” For more than a 
year the village council has op- 





posed construction of the temple 
on the grounds that it would cre- 
ate traffic conditions adverse to 


the community.

Sabbath Observers Shouldn't Be Exempt 
From Sunday Blue Laws, Rabbi Declares 


RABBI WILLIAM F. ROSEN- 
BLUM of Temple Israel in New 
York last week sharply criticized 
proposed legislation that would 
permit observers of the Sabbath 
on Saturday to do their business 
on Sunday. 


The proposed legislation, ap- 
proved by the New York board 
of rabbis (NJP, Jan. 31, Feb 14), 
would “defeat the very purpose 
of the constitutional provision for 
separation of church and state,” 
he charged. 


“I feel it is fio disservice to 
American freedom of religion,” 
the rabbi declared, “to have as 
a common day of cessation from 
business that one day in the week 
on which nearly all of the 175 
million Americans are generally 
taught to abstain from work.”
